Major Charles A. Richardson Passes 


Away at His Home at Canan- 


cSaig-ua, New York. 


Major Charles A. Richardson, one 


of the two commissioners of the Get- 
tysburg National Alilitary Park, died 
at his home at Canandaigua, New 
York, on Wednesday morning, aged 
about 86 years. 
Major Richardson 


has been in failing health for several 
3'ears. which interfered 
with 
his 


presence here. Prior to the failing 
health_ the Major usually came here 
early in the spring and stayed until 
late in the fall, and was here often in 
the winter attending to his duties as 
commissioner. He had many friends 
here and his courtesy to all with 
whom he came in contact won him 
the respect of our people. 


Major Richardson was a native of 


Canandaigua and he was never mar- 
ried. His early life was spent on a 
farm near his native city. He enter- 
ed the practice of law and gained 
recognition for his ability and in- 
tegrity. 
_ He was successful in 
law 


and business and became the owner 
of farms and had extensive interests 
in manufacturing' concerns in his 
city. He was a veteran of the Civil 
War, having enlisted in a company 
of the I20th New York and became 
its captain. At the battle of Gettys- 
burg his command was located at 
Ziegler's Grove and took an active 
part in the heavy fighting. His com- 
mand served to the end of the war 
when he returned to his native town 
where he continued to make his 
home. 


_Major Richardson continued during 


his entire life a man keenly interest- 
ed in affairs connected with Civil 
War organizations. He was a mem- 
ber oi the Loyal Legion of New 
York, and until a few years ago be- 
Jonged to, the NCAV York .State Monu- 
ments Commission.

Taxes are not alone tbe burden of the 


rich. 
They inevitably- descend along 


tbe scale and are generally shared in 
some proportion by all. When exces- 
sive burdens of taxation emphasize the 
competitive disadvantages of any com- 
munity for any branch or class of busi- 
ness tbat community will invariably 
suffer a decrease in the industrial de- 
velopment and prosperity of all within 
its boundaries. 


In many sections of tbe country re- 


ports show* that industry is often sub- 
jected to continuous and unreasonable 
burdens of tases in one form or an- 
other. This condition is due in part at 
least to si mistaken public attitude to- 
u-ur(] in Jus: i hi 1 operations or a preju- 
diced, ignorant or indifferent opinion 
on the part of public officers and politi- 
cians. The history of industrial com- 
munities where such burdens are im- 
posed, hovrever. is the best evidence of 
whether s«:h a policy pays anybody. 


Tv.-o 
manufacturers in similar lines 


of business, one operating a plant in 
Massachusetts and the other located in 
Connecticut, were recently comparing 
notes. They discovered that for every 
S100 in taxes which the Connecticut 
plant pays per annum the Massachu- 
setts plant was paying $1.000, or ten 
times as much. The answer to this sit- 
uation is that Massachusetts has been 
falling behind iu the percentage of 
growth as an industrial state compared 
with some of her neighboring commu- 
nities where industry is not so often 
aimed at by burdensome, unnecessary 
and unreasonable laws.

SteeJ Comyjiuy, said In part: 


lu a peculiar sense Bethlehem Steel 


serves the American people. 


For example, though we have been 


able to obtain in Europe almost any 
price, we have adhered, in our charges 
to the United States Government, to 
the basis of prices established before 
the war began. 


We agreed—if the Government would 


abandon, its plans for a Federal plant- 
to make armor for our Navy at any 
price the Government itself might con- 
sider fair. 


Our ordnance plants are at the dis- 


posal of the nation at a fair operating 
cost, plus a small margin, thus saving 
the Government investment and de- 
preciation: 


Doe of the special needs of the new 


nary is sixteen-inch guns—guns sixty 
feet long and capable of hurtling a 
2000 pound shell with such power and 
accuracy as to hit a SO foot iqitare tar- 
get fifteen miles away. 


We have undertaken voluntarily to 


construct, at a cost of $4,500,000, a 
plant fitted to build sixteen-inch guns. 


Under no conceivable circumstances 


can orders which we may receive for 
this plant pay even a fair return 00 
the investment. 


Considerable comment has been made 


upon the fact that a British manufac- 
turer recently bid less than American 
manufacturers^ for sixteen and four-- 
teen-inch shells for the navy. 


I am unable to state tbe basis .upon 


which the English bid was made. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
this bid was for a specific shell, sam- 
ples of which are being sent over for

Two years ago we took an order for 


2400 fourteen-inch armor-piercing shells 
at a contract price of $768.000, to be 
delivered within a certain time or we 
had to pay a large penalty. 


The only specifications for making 


these shells are that they shall be 
of a certain size and must pierce 
armor-plate at a certain velocity on im- 
pact. It is impossible to foretell th* 
exact conditions of the tests. 


We had made large quantities of shells 


in the past which bad been accepted. 
But in placing tbis particular order the 
Department altered the angle at which 
the tested shells must pierce armor- 
plate. The result, however, has been 
absolute inability on our part to pro- 
duce in any quantity, shells which will 
meer these novel tests. In fact, we 
know of no process of projectile-mak- 
ing through \vbicb it is possible to pro- 
duce in quantities shells which will 
conform to the requirements. 


Th? result is tbat up to now on that 


contract of $708.000. we have put into 
actual operating expense $447.881.. and 
bave been penalized for non-delivery 
$495.744.. a total of $943.625-, with no 
receipts whatever. 


Such was the experience in the light 


of which we "were called uron recent- 
ly to bid for sixteen-inch shells. 


"We bid on these shells at approxi- 


mately the same rate per pound as 
tbat of a fourteen-inch shell contract 
of nne year ago upon which the GOT- 


awarded contracts. 


We bave not the slightest idea what 


profit there will be in tte raakiag of 
these shell*, ^"e do not know that 
there will :-e nny. There is no certain- 
ty that it would be possible for us to 
deliver a shell to meet the test

"The terms of the immediate peace 


.rfreed upon will determine whether 
it is a peace for which such a guar- 
antee can be secured. The question 
upon which the whole future peace 
and policy of the world depends is

"Gentlemen of the Senate: 
"On the iSth of December last 1 


addressed an identic note to the gov- 
ernments of the nations now at war 
requesting them to state, more defi- 
nitely than had yet been stated 
by either group of belligerents, the 
terms upon which they would deem it 
advisable to make peace. I spoke on 
behalf of humanity and of the rights 
of all neutral nations like our own, 
many of whose most vital interests, 
the war puts in constant jeopard}'. 


"The Central Powers united in a re- 


ply which stated merely that they 
were ready to meet their antagonists 
in conference to discuss terms of 
peace. 
"The Entente Powers have replied 


much more definitely and have stat- 
ed, in general terms, indeed, but with 
sufficient definiteness to imply de- 
tails, the arrangements, guarantees 
and acts of reparation which they 
deem to be the indispensable condi- 
tions of a satisfactory settlement. 


•'We are that much nearer a defi- 


nite discussion of the peace which 
shall end the present war. We are 
that much nearer the discussion of 
the international concert which must 
thereafter hold the world at peace. 
In every discussion of the peace that 
must end this war it is taken for 
granted that that peace must be fol- 
lowed bv some definite concert of 
power which will make it virtually 
impossible that any such catastro- 
phe should ever overwhelm us again. 
Every lover of mankind, every sane 
and thoughtful man must take that 
for granted. 
"I have sought this opportunity to 


address you because I thought that I 
owed it to you, as the council associ- 
ated with me in the final determina- 
tion of our international obligations, 
to disclose to you, without reserve, 
the thought and purpose that have 
been taking form in my mind in re- 
gard to the duty of our government 
in these days to come, when it will 
be necessary to lay afresh and upon 
a new plan, the foundations of peace 
among the nations. 


People Must Take Part. 


"It is inconceivable that the people 


of the United States should play no 
part in thaj great enterprise. 
To 


take part in such a service will be the 
opportunity . for. which . they . have 
sbugfit to "prepare themselves by the 
verv principles and purposes of their 
polity and the approved practices of 


r. their government, ever since the tfays 


when they set up a new'nation in the 
sigh and honorable hope, that it 
might in all that it was and did show 
mankind the way to liberty. They 
cannot, in honor, withhold the service 
to which they are now about to be 


a new balance of power 
onlv a struggle for a new balance oi 
power, who will guarantee, who can 
guarantee, the stable equilibrium of 
the new arrangement? Only a tran- 
quil Europe can be a stable Europe. 
There must be, not a balance of pow- 


but a community of power; not 


ivalries, but an organized 
r v 
cr, 
org 
common peace. 


"Fortunately we have received very 


explicit assurances on this point. I he 
statesmen of both of the groups of 
nations now arrayed against one an- 
other have said, in terms that could 
not be misinterpreted, that it was no 
part of the purpose they had in mind 
to crush their antagonists. But the 
implications of these assurances may 
not be equally clear to all—may not 
be the same on both sides of the 
water. I think it will be serviceable 
if I attempt to set forth what we un- 
derstand them to be.

themselves and to the other nations 
of the world to state the conditions 
under which they will feel free to 
render it. 
'That service is nothing less than 


this—to add their authority and their 
power to the authority and force of 
other nations to guarantee peace and 
justice throughout the world. Such 
a settlement cannot be long post- 
poned. It is right that before it does 
this government should frankly form- 
ulate the conditions upon which it 
would feel justified in asking our 
people to approve its formal and 
solemn adherence to a league for 


Peace Without Victory. 


"They imply first of all that it must 


be a peace without victory. It is not 
pleasant to say this. I beg that I 
may be permitted to put my own in- 
terpretation upon it and that is may 
be understood that no other interpre- 
tation was in my thought. I am seek- 
ing only to face realities and to face 
them without soft concealments. Vic- 
tory would mean peace forced upon 
the' loser, a victor's terms imposed 
upon the vanquished. 
It would be 


accepted in humiliation, under du- 
ress, at an intolerable sacrifice and 
would leave a sting, a resentment, a 
bitter memory upon which terms of 
peace would rest, not permanently, 
but only as upon quicksand. Only a 
peace between equals can last; only 
a peace the very principle of which 
is equality and a common participa- 
tion in a common benefit. The right 
state of mind, the right feeling be- 
tween nations, is as necessary for a 
lasting peace as is the just settle- 
ment of vexed questions of territory 
or of racial and national allegiance. 


"The 
equality of nations upon 


which peace must be founded, if it is 
to last, must be an equality of rights, 
the 
guarantees 
exchanged 
must 


neither recognize nor imply a differ- 
ence between big nations and small, 
between those that are powerful and 
those that are weak. Right must be 
based upon the common strength, 
not upon the individual strength, of 
the nations 
upon 
whose 
concert 


peace will depend. Equality of ter- 
ritory or of resources there of course 
cannot be; nor...any. qther__ sort of 
equality not gained in" th'e -ordinary 
peaceful and legitimate development 
of "the peoples themselves-^ But - no 
one asks or expects anything more 
than an equality of rights. Mankind 
is looking now for freedom of life, 
not for equiposes of power. 


"And there is a deeper thing in- 


volved than even equality of right 
among organized nations. No peace 
can last, or ought to last, which does 
not recognize and accept the princi- 
ple that governments derive all their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed, and that no right any- 
where exists to hand peoples about 
from sovereignty to sovereignty as if 
they were property. 
I take it for 


granted, for instance, if I may ven- 
ture upon a single example, that 
statesmen 
everywhere are 
agreed 


that there should be a united, inde- 
pendent and autonomous Poland and 
that henceforth inviolable security of 
life, of worship and of industrial and 
social development should be guar- 
anteed to all peoples who have lived 
hitherto under the power of govern- 


uav.v, of the world in keeping the 
seas at once free and safe. And the 
question of limiting naval armaments 
opens the wider and perhaps more 
difficult question of the limitation of 
armies and of all programs of mi h- 
tary preparation. 
Difficult and deli- 


cate as these questions arc, they 
must be faced with the utmost can- 
dor and decided in a spirit of real ac- 
commodation if peace is to come with 
healing in its wings and come to stay. 
Peace cannot be had without conces- 
sion and sacrifice. There can be no 
sense of safety and equality among 
the nations if great prepondermg ar- 
maments arc hence forth to continue 
here and there to be built up and 
maintained. 
The statesmen of the 


world must plan for peace and na- 
tions must adjust and accommodate 
their policy to it as they have plan- 
ned for war and made ready for piti- 
less contest for rivalry. The ques- 
tion of armaments, whether on land 
or sea. is the most immediately and 
intensely practical question connect- 
ed with" the future fortunes of na- 
tions and of mankind. 
"I have spoken upon these great 


matters without reserve and with the 
utmost explicitness because it has 
seemed to me to be necessary if the 
world's yearning desire for peace 
was anywhere to find free voice and 
utterance. Perhaps I am the only

I am speaking as an individual 
and yet I am speaking also, of course, 
as the responsible head of a great 
government, and I feel confident that 
I have said what the people of the 
United States would wish me to say. 
May I not add that I hope and be- 
lieve that I am in effect speaking for 
liberals and friends of humanity in 
every nation and of every program of 
liberty? I would fain believe that I 
am speaking for the silent mass of 
mankind everywhere who have as yet 
had no place or opportunity to speak 
their real hearts out concerning the 
death and ruin they see to have come 
already upon the persons and the 
homes they hold most dear. 


No Breach in Our Policy. 


"And in holding out the expecta- 


tion that the people and government 
of the United States will join the 
other civilized nations of the world 
in guaranteeing the permanence of 
peace upon such terms as I have 
named, I speak with the greater bold- 
ness and confidence because it is 
clear to every man who can think 
that there is in this promise no 
breach in either our traditions or our 
policy as a nation, but a fulfillment 
rather, of all that we have professed 
or striven for. 
"I am proposing as it were, that the 


nations should with one accord adopt 
the doctrine-of ..President Monroe as 
the doctrine of the world:" 
-'That, no nation should seek to ex- 


lend-its policy over any other nation 
or. people, but that every people 
should be left free to determine its 
own policy, its own way of develop- 
ment, unhindered, unthreatened,- un- 
afraid, the little along with the great 
and powerful. 


"I am proposing that all nations 


hence forth avoid entangling alli- 
ances which would draw them into 
competitions of power, catch them 
in a net of intrigue and selfish rivalry 
and disturb their own affairs with 
influences 
intruded from 
without. 


There is no entangling alliance in a 
concert of power. When all unite to 
act in the same sense and with the 
same purpose all act in the common 
interest and are free to live their 
own lives under a common protec- 
tion.

"The present war must first be end- 


ed; but we owe it to candor and to a 
just regard for the opinion of man- 
kind to say that so far as our par- 
ticipation in guarantees 
of future 


peace is concerned, it makes a great 
deal of difference in what way and 
upon what terms it is ended. The 
treaties and agreements which bring 
it to an end must embody terms 
which will create a peace that is 
worth guaranteeing and preserving, 
a peace that will win the approval of 
mankind; not merely a peace that 
will serve the several interests and 
immediate aims of the nations en- 
gaged We shall have no voice in 
determining what those terms shall 
be. but we shall. I feel sure, have a 
voice in determining whether they 
shall be made !asting\.or not the guar- 
antees of a universal covenant and 
our judgment upon what is funda- 
mental and essential as a condition 
precedent to permanency should be 
spoken now. not afterwards when it 
may be too late. 


Would Not Be tatting. 


"Xo covenant of co-operative peace 


that does not include the peoples of 
the new world can suffice to keep the 
future sage against war, and yet 
there is only one sort of peace that 


hostile to their own. 


Will lacTiUUy Be Up.et. 


I speak of this, not because of any 


desire to exalt an abstract political 
principle which has always been held 
very dear by those who have sought 
to build up liberty in America but for 
the same reason that I have spoken 
of the other conditions of peace 
which seem to me clearly indispen- 
sable—because I wish frankly to un- 
cover realities. Any peace 
which 


does not recognize and accept this 
principle will inevitably be upset. It 
will not rest upon the affections or 
the convictions of mankind. The fer- 
ment of spirit of whole populations 
will 
fight 
subtly 
and 
constantly 


against it and all the world will sym- 
pathize. The world can be at peace 
only if its life is stable and there can 
be "no stability \vhere the will is in 
rebellion, where there is not tran- 
quility of spirit and a sense of justice, 
of freedom and of right. 
"So far as practicable moreover every 
great people now struggling towards 
a full development of its resources, 
and of its powers should be assured 
a direct outlet to the great highways 
of the sea. Where this cannot be 
done by the cession of territory, it 
can no doubt he done by the neutral- 
ization of direct rights of way under 


I am proposing government by 


the consent of the governed; that 
freedom of the seas which in interna- 
tional conference after conference 
representatives of the United States 
have urged with the eloquence of 
those who are the convinced disci- 
ples of liberty; and that moderation 
of armaments which makes of armies 
and navies a power for order merely 
not an instrument of aggression or o 
aggression or of selfish violence. 


"These are 
American 
principles 


American policies. We can stand for I 
no others. They are also the prin-j 
ciples and policies of forward look- 
ing men and women everywhere, of 
every modern nation, of every en- 
lightened community. They are the 
principles of mankind and must pre- 
vail."

Chrysanthemums dhaded. 


Many of the fine chrysanthemums 


which are produced In this country are 
grown neither under glass nor in the 
open, but under cheesecloth. In Cali- 
fornia a large number of Japanese are 
engaged in this work, a branch of flori- 
culture in which they excel The 
equipment of one Japanese chrysanthe- 
mum grower at Alameda, Cal., Is de- 
scribed in Popular Mechanics. It in- 
cludes an area 100 feet square covered 
with cheesecloth supported eight feet 
above the ground by a light wooden 
framework. Near the edges the roof of 
this cloth house slants; elsewhere it is 
level. In It delicate plants are set out 
about ten Inches apart, protected from 
the wind, sun, dust, insects, etc. As 
they grow they are carefully pruned 
so that each plant has but one stem on 
which there is a single flower. The 
cheesecloth lasts only a few months 
and baa to be renewed every season.

ded the organs have not become chron- 
ically eflected by long subjection to im- 
proper conditions in the mouth, the 
discontinuance of the poisons will 
permit .Nature to reassert herself and 
the organs whose functions have been 
effected 
will resume their normal 


course in sustaining the scheme of 
life. 


Care of the teeth should begin with 


the advent of the child's first ones. 
They should be kept clean by means 
that will insure no wounding of the 
gums. They are usually destroyed by 
acids, therefore no mouth washes con- 
taining acids should be used. Con- 
sult your dentist before using mouth 
washes or preparations iu the form of 
powders, creams, etc. 


If you are interested in yourdigest- 


tion, you will avoid incongruous mix- 
tures of foodstuffs made up solely to 
tickle the taste. Potato salad in the 
American style is a good example. 
The 
potato IB composed chiefly of 


starch. That is digested in the second 
stomach where the secretions are al- 
kaline.

opposite to the alkaline, 


which it fights. Therefore, you are 
materially delaying the digestive pro- 
cess. 


Foor cooking often makes proper 


food either difficult or impossible to 
digest. The bard earned money of the 
•h0UBBilWd"'~gtte'B"Tf6"''tn'e * purchase of 
good food which is often ruined by the 
housewife ignorant iu the art of cook- 
ing. Good cooking is not a matter of 
whim or flattering the palate. It is an 
absolute essential to health Therefore 
the art should be taught in our public 
and parochial school. 


If you eat too fast when the body is 


overtired, heated, or chilled, you will 
often suffer distressing indigestion. 
Eating in impure or stale air will in- 
terfere with digestion. If you are com- 
pelled to take a meal under snch cir- 
cumstances, the quantity of the food 
should be reduced to a minimum. 


Outside of some of these things 


which nave been mentioned, all of 
which can be controlled to a greater 
or lees extent, it will be found that 
certain foods do not in themselves 
agree with certa:n persons. If you are 
eating sensible food in a sensible man- 
ner and you find that some particular 
thing does not agree with you, the 
only thing to do is to cut it off your 
list.—Little
